DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  106 


Por  the  widening  of  Pontiac  street  on  the  south  side  from  the 
first  alley  west  of  Harrison  street  to  Webster  street. 

RE SOLVED, h y the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port  Wayne, Indiana, 
that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  widen  PONTIAC  street  in  the 
city  of  Port  Wayne, Indianai,  on  the  south  side  from  the  first  alley  west 
of  Harrison  street  to  Webster  street.  Said  widening  to  maintain  through  - 
out  a width  of  40  feet.  Said  widening  to  be  made  bjr  condemning  and 

appropriating  for  street  purposes  sufficient  lots  and  parcels  of  land 
described  as  follows: 

The  north  10  feet  of  the  east  204  feet  of  Barnetts  out-lotf  No. 3 
situated  in  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  14, Township  30, North  Range 
12  east. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  widening  of  Pontiac 
street  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  o f the  Board  of 
Public  Works  of  said  city. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  widening  of  said  PONTIAC  street  above  descri  ed  is  described 
as  all  lots  and  lands  abutting  on  Pontiac  street  between  Calhoun  street 
and  Hoagland  avenue.
